Schooner 


Zena  Reubel  has  been  dabbling  with  art  her  whole  life.  After  she  became 
legally  blind  seven  years  ago,  Zena  began  studying  at  the  Braille 
Institute  in  Los  Angeles.  She  decided  to  take  some  art  classes  "to  find 
out  if  I  was  any  good."  As  it  turned  out,  she  is!  Zena  was  accepted  into 
the  APH  InSights  2000  art  show  with  her  multimedia  piece,  Schooner. 
APH  InSights  is  the  annual  international  art  competition  sponsored  by 
the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind.  APH  InSights  is  designed 
exclusively  for  legally  blind  and  visually  impaired  artists  of  all  ages  and 
skill  levels. 

Several  Materials  Create  Tactile  Sailing  Ship 

Schooner  depicts  a  two-masted  sailing  ship  under  full  sail  in  a  strong 
wind.  For  materials,  Zena  used  primarily  clay  and  fiber  that  are  attached 
to  a  board.  The  sky  and  the  water  are  flat,  but  have  an  interesting  tactile 
quality  because  they  are  made  of  small  blue  tiles  held  together  by 
plaster.  The  white  clay  sails  and  the  brown  ship  hull  are  sculpted  so  that 
they  are  raised  about  three  inches  above  the  background.  The  hull  is 
covered  with  plant  fiber  reminiscent  of  the  texture  of  wood.  Some  of  the 
waves  in  the  ocean  are  sculpted  so  that  they  rise  above  the  flatter  sur- 
face of  the  water.  Zena  said,  "1  wanted  to  have  a  lot  of  movement.  I 
wanted  the  ship  to  look  like  it  was  moving  fast  through  a  stormy  sea." 

Sculpture  and  printmaking  are  Zena's  favorite  media.  "Because  of  my 
vision  loss,  1  tend  to  like  more  tactile  art,"  she  commented.  Zena  re- 
cently completed  a  print  and  hopes  to  do  more  sculpture  during  the  first 
part  of  2001. 


Along  with  her  art,  Zena  stays  busy  teaching  a  basketry  class  and  a 
printmaking  class  at  the  Braille  Institute.  In  addition,  she  takes  students 
on  long  hikes  through  the  hills  of  Griffith  Park  in  Los  Angeles.  Zena  is 
the  mother  of  two  children,  28  and  3 1 . 

Artist  Has  Really  Blossomed 

Zena's  art  teacher  is  Rhonda  Volotzky  of  the  Braille  Institute.  She  says, 
"Zena  has  really  blossomed  as  an  artist.  She's  always  been  interested  in 
art,  but  since  she's  been  at  the  Braille  Institute,  she's  found  the  time  to 
practice  and  refine  her  technique."  Rhonda  commented  about  Schooner, 
"It's  a  wonderful  piece  because  she  combined  so  many  techniques  and 
figured  out  how  to  make  them  work  in  unison."  Zena  would  like  every- 
one to  know  that  it's  okay  to  follow  your  dreams.  She  says,  "Art  is  not 
visual.  It  comes  from  inside."

In  addition,  APH  makes  custom-ordered 
materials  on  demand,  such  as  single  copies 
of  enlarged  type  textbooks. 

APH  supports  the  creation  of  its  wide  range 
of  products  by  maintaining  ongoing  educa- 
tional and  technical  research  programs.

APH's  Corporate  Status

•  Ex  Officio  Trustees  from  educational  and 
rehabilitation  entities  that  serve  students 
who  are  visually  impaired  or  blind  across 
the  United  States.

Several  other  highlights  of  the  year  2000 
follow. 

•  Alice  Post,  APH  Ex  Officio  Trustee  from 
Illinois,  testified  on  behalf  of  APH  at  a 
public  witness  hearing  before  the  Labor, 
Health  and  Human  Services,  and  Educa- 
tion Subcommittee  on  Appropriations  of 
the  House  of  Representatives.  This  was 
one  of  the  last  hearings  of  the  subcommit- 
tee to  be  chaired  by  ]ohn  Porter  of  Illinois 
before  his  retirement  from  Congress  in 
June  2000.  Alice  was  Alice;  she  was  won- 
derful. 


Sales  for  2000  were  $16,877,000,  a  13% 
increase  from  1999  and  the  highest  in  APH's 
142-year  history.  The  strong  sales  indicate 
the  products  being  produced  are  addressing 
consumers'  needs. 

Sixty-five  new  products  were  introduced  in 
2000,  compared  to  44  in  1999  and  35  in 
1998.  Bringing  a  new  product  to  market 
takes  a  coordinated  effort,  involving  almost 
every  department  at  APH.  Once  a  product 
idea  is  approved  by  the  Product  Review 
Committee,  its  path  to  market  is  guided  by 
its  own  Product  Development  Committee 
and  includes,  at  minimum,  in-house  actions 
of  the  New  Products  Committee,  Research 
Review  Committee,  Product  Advisory  Team, 
Product  Name  Committee,  Product  Accessi- 
bility Committee,  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. We  continue  to  refine  this  cross- 
departmental  process  to  make  the  flow  as 


The  Accessible  Textbook  Initiative  and 
Collaboration  (ATIC)  began  fulfilling  its 
mission  with  the  employment  of  lane 
Lyons  as  ATIC  Director  in  lanuary  2000. 
The  purpose  of  this  program  is  the  rapid 
provision  of  quality  accessible  textbooks 
to  students.  This  includes  a  variety  of 
media  and  the  outsourcing  of  translation 
and  embossing  as  necessary.  ATIC  was 
initiated  through  APH  Endowment  funds. 

The  Collaborative  Project  with  Teacher 
Training  Programs  was  begun  this  year. 
This  project,  funded  by  Congress  as  a 
special  initiative,  focuses  on  educating 
university  students  on  the  variety  of 
services  and  products  available  to  them  as 
they  begin  their  careers  in  the  field  of 
education  and  rehabilitation  of  the  visu- 
ally impaired. 

ISAVE,  the  Individualized  Systematic 
Assessment  of  Visual  Efficiency,  was 
released  after  five  years  of  development. 
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ISAVE,  the  Individualized  Systematic 
Assessment  of  Visual  Efficiency. 

ISAVE  consists  of  a  series  of  sixteen 
chapters  of  text  with  corresponding  proto- 
cols and  numerous  accessories  designed 
to  help  vision  professionals  determine 
visual  functioning  in  very  young  children 
or  those  without  good  communication 
skills. 

•  APH's  Continuous  Improvement  Program 
was  initiated  in  2000.  The  goal  of  the 
program  is  "to  change  the  culture  of  work 
and  life  at  APH  to  one  of  continually 
reviewing  processes  and  functions  to 
increase  efficiency,  reduce  waste,  and 
improve  the  quality  of  life  at  APH."  All 
employees  are  involved  in  the  program, 
and  each  of  23  teams  meets  monthly. 

•  The  National  Instructional  Partnership 
(NIP),  was  launched  in  April.  As  an  ex- 
ample, through  this  initiative,  Suzanne 
Swaffield,  Ex  Officio  Trustee  from  South 
Carolina,  partnered  with  APH  to  coordi- 
nate a  two-day  workshop  for  64  vision 
teachers  in  Columbia,  SC.  This  highly- 
rated  event  was  the  first  of  its  kind  under 
the  new  initiative,  a  project  that  partners 
our  staff  with  outside  experts  and  Ex 


Officio  Trustees  to  develop  statewide  or 
regional  training.  lanie  Humphries  joined 
us  in  August  as  Field  Services  Representa- 
tive to  coordinate  the  National  Instruc- 
tional Partnership,  the  Collaborative 
Project  with  Teacher  Training  Programs 
(mentioned  earlier),  and  several  other 
Advisory  Services'  activities. 

Approximately  2,500  members  of  the 
American  Council  of  the  Blind  attended 
ACB's  annual  convention  in  July  in  Louis- 
ville. APH  was  honored  to  host  many 
visitors  during  the  weeklong  convention.

•  The  Alternate  Media  Producers  Database 
(AMP)  was  launched.  The  database  has  a 
user-friendly,  speech-accessible  interface 
that  helps  individuals  or  agencies  find 
producers  of  Braille,  large  print,  and 
sound  recordings.  AMP,  available  through 
the  APH  web  site,  gives  alternate  media 
producers  an  internationally  accessible 
place  to  describe  their  services. 

•  Over  the  last  year,  Christine  Anderson  has 
done  an  excellent  job  working  with  all 
major  textbook  publishers  to  put  con- 
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tracts  into  place  that  will  permit  us  to  load 
textbook  files  prepared  for  Braille  produc- 
tion on  the  APH  File  Repository.  At  year 
end,  contracts  are  in  place  with  all  major 
publishers. 

•  APH's  401  (k)  program  has  been  very  well 
received  by  employees.  Initiated  in 
July  1999,  the  program  had  almost 
$1 ,000,000  in  contributions  at  the  end 
of  the  first  year. 

Data  for  FY2000  regarding  the  Act  to  Pro- 
mote the  Education  of  the  Blind  indicate 
the  number  of  legally  blind  students  regis- 
tered was  56,814,  a  decrease  of  1%  (61 1 ) 
from  the  number  registered  for  FY  1999.  The 
2000  appropriation  provided  $141 .07  per 
student  for  educational  materials,  a  12% 
increase  over  the  $126.07  per  capita  alloca- 
tion in  1999.  Of  the  56,814  students,  9% 
(5,371 )  were  registered  as  Braille  readers, 
25%  (14,394)  as  visual  readers,  7%  (3,724)  as 
auditory  readers,  32%  (18,454)  as  nonread- 
ers,  and  26%  (14,871 )  as  prereaders.  Of  this 
group,  85%  (48,018)  were  registered  by  state 
departments  of  education,  9%  (4,838)  were 
registered  by  residential  schools  for  the 
blind,  4%  (2,258)  were  registered  by  reha- 
bilitation programs,  and  3%  ( 1 ,700)  were 
registered  by  programs  for  the 
multihandicapped. 

Compared  with  1999  data,  FY  2000  saw  an 
increase  of  6%  (280  students)  in  residential 
schools  and  a  decrease  of  12%  (316  stu- 
dents) attending  rehabilitation  programs. 

All  of  us  at  APH  wish  to  express  our  sincere 
appreciation  to  our  Ex  Officio  Trustees  for 
their  conscientious  dedication  in  adminis- 
tering the  Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of 
the  Blind.  Special  thanks  must  also  be 


directed  to  members  of  our  corporate  Board 
of  Trustees  and  to  the  employees  of  APH  for 
their  dedicated  efforts  to  provide  appropri- 
ate materials  for  visually  impaired  students. 


We  also  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  and  admiration  for 
Dr.  Virginia  T.  Keeney  who  be- 
came a  Trustee  Emerita  in  2000. 
Dr.  Keeney  was  the  first  female 
to  serve  on  the  APH  Board  of 
Trustees  when  she  was  elected  in 
1 98 1 .  We  look  forward  to  her 
continued  good  counsel. 


In  closing,  we  honor  the  memory 
of  loseph  B.  Woodlief  who  died 
August  11,  2000.  Mr.  Woodlief 
was  a  member  of  the  APH  Board  of  Trustees 
from  1978  to  1997,  serving  as  chairman  from 
1979  to  1994.  Mr.  Woodlief  guided  the 
establishment  of  the  APH  Museum,  re- 
named the  Marie  and  Eugene  Callahan 
Museum  of  the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind.  He  shared  the  vision  of  a  need  to 
focus  on  the  history  of  the  education  of 
people  who  are  blind  and  to  pay  tribute  to 
pioneers  in  the  field  of  vision.  Mr.  Woodlief 
will  be  remembered,  not  only  as  a 
great  leader,  but  also  as  a  caring, 
compassionate  man.

Dr.  Tinsley  also  reported  that 
several  exciting  initiatives  have 
been  implemented  in  the  Edu- 
cational and  Advisory  Services 
Department.  They  include  the 
National  Instructional  Partner- 
ship, the  Collaborative  Instruc- 
tional Partnership  with  Teacher 
Training  Programs,  and  the 
Product  Information  and  Train- 
ing Materials  Project.  All  three 
initiatives  are  designed  to 
further  expand  and  improve  the 
field's  knowledge  and  application  of 
adapted  materials  for  visually  impaired 
students  and  clients. 

Dr.  Tinsley  presented  FY  2000  data  regard- 
ing the  Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of  the 
Blind  (provided  in  the  Executive  Report 
section  of  this  Annual  Report).  He  then 
provided  an  update  of  the  2001  budget. 
APH  is  hopeful  for  an  increase  in  funding 
for  the  Act  in  2001 ,  having  received  strong 
support  from  Kentucky  Senator  Mitch 
McConnell  and  Kentucky  Congresswoman 
Anne  Northup.

Publications  Advisory  Committee 

The  responsibility  of  the  Publications 
Committee  is  to  advise  APH  in  establishing 
priorities,  standards,  and  policies  for  publi- 
cations to  be  made  available  through  the 
Federal  Quota  program.

Enhancing  the  image  of  APH  as  a  vital 
national  corporation  and  a  principal  player 
in  the  field  of  vision  is  a  driving  force  be- 
hind many  Public  Affairs  activities.

The  Museum  Director  and  full- 
time  assistant  respond  to 
increasing  numbers  of  requests 
for  research  services  from 
around  the  country  in  addition 
to  processing  the  growing 
volume  of  materials  in  the  APH 
corporate  archives.  They  con- 
duct an  education  program  that 
includes  the  development  of 
educational  materials  and  loan 
kits  for  schools  as  well  as  plant 
and  museum  tours. 


A  portable  cart  containing  a 
wide  variety  of  optical  devices 
was  assembled  and  is  now  available  to 
visually  impaired  museum  visitors.  An 
impressive  collection  of  historic  postcards 
of  schools  for  the  blind  across  the  country 
was  assembled  and  is  on  display.  New 
signage  and  an  information  kiosk  were 
installed  at  the  museum  entrance.  The 
history  of  APH  was  documented  in  a  bro- 
chure available  to  the  general  public.
